be secured by ecclesiastical legislation. Much 
less can they be attained by those indiscrimi- 

nate denuneiatione against slaveholderr, with- 
out regard to their character or circumstances 
which have, to so great an extent, character- 

ined the movements of modern abolitionists, 
which, so far from removing the evils com 
plained of, tend only to perpetuate and aggra- 
vate them. 

The Apostles of Christ sought to ameliorate 
the condition of slaves, not by denuuncing and 
excommunicating their masters, but by teach~- 
ing both masters and slaves, the glorious doc- 
trines of the Gospel, and enjoining upon euch 
the discharge of their relative duties. Thus 
only can the church of Christ, as such, now 
improve the condition of the slaves in our 
country. 

As to the extent of the evile involved in 
siavery and the best methods of removing them 
various opinions prevail, and neither the scrip- 
tures nor our constitution authorize this body 
to present any particplar course to be pursued 
by the churches under our care. The Assem- 
bly cannot but rejoice, however, to learn that 
the mipisters and churches in the slaveholding 
States are awaking to a deeper sense of their 
obligation, to extend to the slave population 
generally, the means of grace and many slave- 
holders not professedly religious favor this ob- 
ject, We earnestly exhort them to abound 
more end more in this good work. We would 
exhort every believing master to remomber 
that his master is also in heaven, and in view 
of all the cireumstances in which be is placed, 
to act in the spirit of the golden rule. What 
soever ye would that men should do to you, 
do ye even the same to them.” 

In view of the above stated principles and 
facts, 

Resolved, That the General Aesembly of the 
Presbyterien church in the United States was 
originally organized, and has since continued 
the bond of nnion in the church, upon the 
conceded principle that the existence of do- 
mestic slavery under the circumstances in 
which it is found in the southern portion of 
the country ie no bar to Christian commonidn. 

Resolved, That the petitions that ask the 
Arsembly to make the holding of slaves in it- 
a matter of discipline, do virtually require 
judicatory to dissolve iwelf and abandon 
the orgenisation under whieb, vy the Divine 
blessing, it tras vo long prospered. The: tend» 
is evidently to separate the northern from 


the southern portion of the’ church; a’ result 
which every good citizen must deplore as lead- 
ing to the dissolution of the union of our bo- 
loved countrv, and which every enlightened 
Christian will oppose ae bringing about a ruin · 
ousand unnecessary schiem between W 
who maintain a common faith. ä 
The resolutions were passed by en almost 
aneanimous vote, The report end resolutions 
were then sdopted—yeas 164, nays 18. Tuo 
Aseembly then odjonrned.

The scenes I have passed through since 1832, 
tor my candid belief in eacred things, are won- 
derful. I and my familys and brethren, are 
exiles in our own nation because we believe 
that God, according to the predictions of the 
holy ecripiures by sundry prophets, has raised 
up a prophet and seer: that through him we 
have received the Book of Mormon, containing 
the history of a fallen prople who inhabited 
this land before our progenitors discovered it; 
and also, containing the fulmess of the ever- 
lasting gospel for the salvation * the whole 
world. 

For this belief, I have been robbed, plundered 
and driven from houses, goods, possessions and 
all, and have lost one son whose bones are now 
“bleaching on the plains of Quincey,” together 
with other Saints who fell victims to the iron 
hand of Missouri vengeance. 

We have importuned, accerding to the eom- 
mandment, at the feet of the judge, at the feet 
of the governor, and at the feet of the ptesi- 
dent. yet no helping hand hee been raised ia 
our behalf to save us from such fury, but ‘reth.

us. As in the days of the Savior, we find false 
brethren seek to betray us unto death.
